As 
the  stamps  no  doubt  became  detached  in  transit  due  to  the  careless  manner  in 
which  they  were  affixed  to  the  packages,  attention  of  inspectors  in  charge  and 
others  is  directed  to  the  necessity  of  seeing  that  export  stamps  are  securely 
affixed  to  withstand  varying  weather  conditions,  as  contemplated  by  paragraph  2 , 
section  1,  regulation  24  of  B.  A.  I.  Order  211  (revised). 

CERTIFICATION  OF  LARD  FOR  COLOMBIA 

The  bureau  has  been  officially  advised  that  the  Government  of  Colombia, 
South  America,  now  requires  lard  exported  to  that  country  to  be  accompanied  by 
a  special  certificate  in  quadruplicate  with  the  Spanish  translation  on  the  reverse 
side.  Accordingly  M.  I.  Form  121-E,  which  is  now  available  for  distribution, 
shall  be  issued  in  quintuplicate  in  the  f ut  ure  for  lard  destined  to  Colombia,  South 
America. 

Both  sides  of  each  copy  of  the  certificate  should  be  fully  executed  and  bear  the 
signature  of  the  inspector  in  charge.  The  fifth  copy  should  be  duly  forwarded  to 
Washington.
